ADMIRAL KEPPEL, 


HE Public being already ſo fully informed of all the 


_ particulars relating to the trial, and honourable acquit- 


tal of Admiral Keppel, it is no way neceſſary to take up the 
Reader's time with a repetition of thoſe circumſtances ; how- 
ever, it may not be improper to give a ſhort view of his con- 


duct, ſo far as relates to his Public Services. 


THE Honourable Auguſtus Keppel is the ſecond Son of : 


5 William Anne, ſecond Earl of Albemarle, by Lady Anne, 5 


Daughter of Charles Lennox, firſt Duke of Richmond : his 


Grand- father, Arnold Joeſt Van Keppel. the firſt Earl * Al 
bemarle, was deſcended from Wolſted Van Keppel. one of the | 


oldeſt and moſt diſtinguiſhed families of Guelderland, whoſe 


3 anceſtors 
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anceſtors appear to have been Knights of Jeruſalem, ſo far 


back as the year 1101. 


Tris account of the pedigree and deſcent of the Admiral 


is not here ſet forth with any view of claiming reſpect to his 


character from the dignity, and birth of his anceſtors ; we reſt 


his title to the veneration and applauſe of his ſellow-citizens 


on a much nobler foundation, that of perſonal merit. 


FROM the rank and example of bil illuſtrious family, he 


derived every advantage that could tend to the improvement. 


of his « own natural endowments. 


He very early began his fea-life in the Royal Navy, not 


having attained the age of eleven years when he left Weſt- 


minſter School, in 1735-6, and was entered on board the 


Oxford of 50 guns, Captain Swale, upon a voyage to the Coaſt 
of Guinea. on that ſhip's return to England, in the year 


following, . went on board the Glouceſter, Commodore 
Clinton, to the Mediterranean. 


Ar midſummer 1740, he was entered a midſhipman_ on 


| board the Centurion, under Commodore, afterwards Lord, 8 


Anſon; and ſerved under him during the whole of that me- 


morable 
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morable expedition to the South Seas; and was employed, 


under the officers entruſted with the execution of them, on 
every detached ſervice undertaken during the courſe of the 


voyage. After the capture of the Galleon, called the Caba- 


donga, off the entrance of the Philippine Iſlands, on the ar- 
rangement of officers which took place on that event, the 


Commodore was pleaſed to appoint him third Lieutenant ct 


the Centurion. 


Ix June 1744, Mr. Keppel returned with Lord Anſon in 


the Centurion from the expedition round the world. His 
ſtay 0 on ſhore after this long voyage was for a very ſhort time, 


for, at his own requeſt to be immediately employed again at 


ſea, he was appointed Lieutenant of the Dreadnought, then 


' commanded by Captain, afterwards Admiral, Boſcawen; and 


after ſerving ſome time under that able, aQive, and intelligent 5 
officer, the ſame year he was, by the Earl of Winchelſea, who 
then preſided at the head of the Admiralty, appointed Com- | 


mander of the Wolf loop of war; and towards the cloſe of N 


= the year had the command given him of the Greyhound of 20 
guns, which put him on the rank of a Captain in che Royal 


| Navy. He afterwards was appointed, ſucceſſively, to the com- 


mands of the Sapphire of 40 guns, the Maidſtone of 50, and 


the Anſon of 60. During che time he commanded the Maid- 


ſtone, 
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ſtone, he was unfortunately caſt away on the Iſland of Noir- 
motier on the S. W. coaſt of France, near the entrance of 
Nantz River, at the time he was in purſuit of many large 


ſhips of the enemy. 


IN 1749, he was appointed as Commodore to the command 


of the ſquadron in the Mediterranean, and intruſted with the 


negociations with the ſeveral States of Barbary, particularly 


a yery important one with the State of Algiers, which he ter- 


| minated . happily. 


Is 17 81. he was appointed a commodore on board che : 


Centurion, with a captain under him, and to the chief com- 


mand of the King's ſhips on. the coaſt of North America, and 


ordered upon a Joint ſervice with Major-General Braddock 


to Virginia, to oppoſe the incroachments of the French on 


| pur American Settlements. 


In 17 55, Admiral naten coming out with a drong ſqua- | 


dron to take the command of the naval force on the coaſt of 


| North America, Mr. Keppel returned to England; and ſoon 


15 after his arrival. was appointed Captain of the suiftſure of 


: 70 guns; and i in the beginning of 17 36, Captain of the Tor- 


bay of 14 2 guns. 
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IN 1738, when the expedition againſt the Iſland of Goree 


on the coaſt of Africa was reſolved upon, chat great, wiſe, and 
active miniſter, Mr. Pitt, made choice of Mr. Keppel for this 


important ſervice. He proceeded in the Torbay, on board 


which ſhip he hoifled his broad pendant, with a captain ap- 


pointed under him. The force deſlined for this ſervice was 


four line of battle ſhips, a 50 g gun ſhip, one of 40 guns, and 1 
ſmaller veſſels, and two bomb-veſlels, With a ſmall body of land 
forces. Several unavoidable delays, mixed with ſome diſtreſs. 


i prevented the arrival of the ſquadron in the Bay of Goree 


till the 27th of December; on the following morning, the 


attack was made by the King $ ſhips, and the forts and garriſon 


were obliged to ſurrender at diſcretion, 


ArTER having ſettled the new garriſon, viſited Senegal, 


and eſtabliſhed the dominion of Great Britain on that coaſt, 

he lailed tor England, and arrived at Spithead the iſt of 
March, 1759. He then reſumed the command of the Torbay 
as a private Captain, and on the memorable 20th of Novem- : 


ber, under the orders of the immortal Sir Edward Hawke.

Sir Edward Hawke's ſatisfaction with Mr. Keppel's conduct on 


that day, could not. have been more diſtinctly marked, than 
a ſew days after the battle, as ſoon as the weather permitted, 
his detaching him with nine fail of the line, a Zo gun ſhip, and : 
two frigates, under his command, to endeavour to cut off the 


retreat of the enemy into their ports. This preference was 


given to Mr. Keppel although there was in the fleet, Sir Charles 


Hardy, Vice-Admiral, and ſecond in command, and four or five | 


other ſenior olhcers to him. This ſquadron proceeded to the 


the Charante, the entrance of Rochſort. but unfortunately about 


thirty hours too late; M. de Beaufrement with his diviſion 


having ſecured themſelves within the port of Rochſort. No- 


ching being to be eſlected againſt the enemy's ſhips i in the 
l ſecurity they were in, Mr. Keppel returned to Quiberon, 
and had the fatisfaion of receiving his Admiral's fulleſt ap- 
probation of his condud., And when Sir Edward Hawke re- 
turned to England, he thought proper to hoiſt his flag on 


board che Torbay, and was landed at Plymouth from that ſhip

by the Commodore, and the commander of the troops, that 
the governor on the 7th of June, to ſave the reſt of his va- 


liant garriſon, was forced to capitulate. 


AFTER the ſurrender of Belle-Ifle, the opinion and confidence 
placed in 1 Mr. Keppel by that great Miniſter, Mr. Pitt, was 
ſhewn in a very eminent degree, his command was increaſed 
to thirty ſhips of the line of battle; and during that year 
every operation from Uſhant to Cape Finiſterre was leſt to his 


dir ection. 


Veo the junction of the Spaniards with the French, in 
1762, the Britiſh Miniſter ſent Admiral Pocock againſt the 
Havannah. The three Keppels were deſtined to a ſhare of the 
laurels: the * eldeſt brother, > Lord of Albemarle, had the 
command of the land forces: and the landing of che troops | 
was effected, without loſs, under cover of that diviſion of the 
fleet which Commodore Keppel direQed.

IMMEDIATELY after the ſurrender of the Havannah, he was

quiring an opulent fortune. 


Ir. now ſell to the part of Admiral Keppel to ſerve his 
country in 2 more peaceable line; and he returned to che 
ſituation ofa Britiſh Senator, in which he had before ſerved, 
being elected Member of Parliament for Chicheſter in 1755, 
in the room of his brother, who WAS called up to the Houſe of 
Lords 1 in 1754, on the demile ot his father ; _ for Windſor 
in 1761. 
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IV 1763, under the Marquis of Rockingham's adminiſtra- 
tion, he was appointed one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty, and continued in that office till 1766. His Majeſty 
out of regard for his great and public ſervices, and with a view 
more to attach him to his royal perſon, appointed him one of 


the Grooms of his Bed- chamber. 


Tur ſame borough of Windſor returned him their member 
in the two following parliaments; in which quality of a Bri- 
tiſh Senator, he always ſhewed a noble and manly indepen- 


dence, joined to uncommon moderation. 


In 1778, the open aſſiſtance given by France to our revolted 
Colonies of America, and the hoſtile preparations carried on 
by that nation, contrary to the faith of treaties, againſt Great 

| Britain, determined Adminiſtration to ſend a fleet of obſer- 


vation 0 watch che motions of the enemy. 


| ADMIRAL Krrl, from his known abilities, was appointed i 


to this important command. Having failed from St. Helens 
with twenty hips of the line, he fell in with the Pallas and 
Licorne frigates, which, upon their refuſing to come under his : 
lem, and on account of the inſolent and unjuſlifiable con- 


duct of the commander of the latter, were both detained. The 


intelligence 
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intelligence he received from papers found on board theſe 
ſhips, was ſufficient to ſhew him that the fleet under his 
command was inadequate to the accompliſhments of the ſer- 


vice he was upon. 


THe French had thirty-two ſail of the line in Breſt harbour ; 
he therefore prudently returned to Portſmouth, the 27th of 
June. Having obtained a reinforcement, he failed again on 


July the gth, and was joined at Plymouth, and off the Lizard, ; 


by other ſhips, which completed the number of thirty fail of -- 


line of battle ſhips under his command, The French fleet of 
thirty-two fail of the line had failed the 8th. 


ON the 23d of the ſame month, he came in ſight of the > i 


French fleet; and finding them backward to come to a deci- 
five action, he reſolved to give chaſe, and bring them * 
battle upon any terms; and on the 27th. the engagement 


_ began, the fleets on different lacks. 


Tux ſhips diſabled 3 in their maſts and rigging, which occa- 
fioned ſome ſeparation, prevented an immediate purſuit, and the 8

newing che attack the enemy availed themſelves of the op- 


portunity, 
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portunity, and favoured by night, made off and took ſhelter 


in their own port. The Admiral then returned to Plymouth 
to refit. 


Arrzx a ſhort time he ſailed again, and continued at ſea 
for ſome time; the French always carefully avoiding the ſtation 
he kept. Some time after his return he found, to his great ſur- 


priſe, that the Vice-Admiral of the Blue, whoſe diſobedience 


was overlooked. for the ſake of preſerving unanimity in the 


ſervice, charged him with Miſcondud, and Neglect of Duty 5 
the 27th and 28th of July. 


* Tux exhibited charges were haſtily accepted, and a trial 0 

immediately ordered to be held at Portſmouth, on board the 

Britannia, on January 7th, 1779; which (by an act of parlia- 
ment for chat purpoſe) was removed to the houſe of the Go- 


vernor of his Majeſty 8 garriſon at Portſmouth. 


Tux Court- mar tial under Sir Thomas Pye, Admiral of the 

White, as Preſident, having proceeded on the trial, after a 
tedious examination of a great number of witneſſes, our Ad- 
miral, on the Zoth of January, made his defence: and on the 


& 1th of February the Court pronounced ſentence ; ; by which 
oa he 
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be was honourably acquitted, and the charge declared to be 


malicious and ill- founded. 


Tur general ſatisſaction expreſſed by the Public on the ho- 
rourable acquittal of the Admiral, is freſh in the memory of 
every one, and i is the ſtrongeſt conſirmation chat the opinions 
of the people at large perſectly coincided with the ſentence 
and declaration of the reſpectable characters who preſided at 
the trial, as well as thoſe who were witnelſes on the occaſion. 
The circumſtantial and full evidence of ſo many gallant and 
experienced officers, who, from their lation and merit, were beſt 


qualified to judge of che accuſed Admiral's conduct, are teſti- 


monies that muſt for ever remain the ſtrongeſt reſutation of 


every inkdious ſugg geſlion of malice and envy. 


H had the honour of receiving the congratulations of both 
5 Houſes of Parliament on the triumph of his innocence, and 
thanks for his prudent conduct i in that expedition, upon which 


the charges againſt him had been ſo maliciouſly founded.
